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ABSTRACT 

This report provides information on South Carolina's 
Library Services and Construction Act (LSCA) projects for fiscal year 
1995. It includes: copies of applications for federal assistance and 
grant award notif icat ions; a list of LSCA staff and responsibilities; 
a fiscal breakdown for Titles I and III that itemizes spending on 
activities within each title; matching, maintenance of effort (MOE) 
and administration; and a *^ist of Title I, II, and III projects and 
respective budgets.

The purpose of this project is to administer the Library Services and Construction Act 
in South Carolina efficiently, economically, and effectively in order to fulfill the goals and 
objectives of the long range and annual program. As the chief Instrument for the planning and 
implementation of the total LSCA program, the General Administration Project is directed 
toward the realization of the basic continuing goal of the program which "is to assure that 
comprehensive library services and resources are provided for the people of South Carolina 
and that every individual has adequate and timely access to library and information 
resources." 

The project provides for the statewide planning and evaluation of library services and 
for administrative activities required for compliance with the provisions of the Library 
Services and Construction Act, Regulations, and EDGAR. Mj^or activities include, but are not 
limited to: 

1. preparation and publication of: 

a. the Basic State Plan. 

b. the Long Range State Program for Library Development. 

c. the Annual Program. 

2 . evaluating, monitoring, and reporting of LSCA programs. 

3. activities of the LSCA Advisory Council. 

4. management of budget and records. 

5. dissemination of information concerning LSCA prograuns. 

6. staff participation in LSCA training programs convened by the U.S. Department of 
Eklucatlon. 

7. negotiation of indirect cost rate. 

8. requirements of Single Audit Act. 

State funds will cover most staff costs, including salaries of professional and 
secretarial persormel attributable to the activities of the project. LSCA will be used to cover 
costs of equipment, supplies, printing, travel, communication, and contractual services 
attributable to the project. Administrative costs for the Implementation of Title II will be 
charged to this project. Indirect costs claimed by the State are also attributable to General 
Administration.

In the administration of LSCA funds the State Library will encourage libraries to 
develop projects consistent with the National Education Goeils as outlined in American 2000 
An Education Strategy . As the nation focuses on this document and the needs of quality 
education for all. perhaps by promoting libraries' unique contributions to education hinding 
authorities will come to realize the true value of libraries. 

In FY 93 administrative and consultant staff attended both. Evaluating Library Services 
institutes conducted by the University of Wisconsin - CLIS for the U.S. Department of 
Education. In FY 94. techniques presented at these institutes were presented to public library 
directors. In FY 95 State Library staff and public library directors participated in a regional 
evaluation workshop based on the TELL-IT model. Training has proven helpful in eventuating 
the grant program and specific projects, as well as in developing new techniques to evaluate 
library programs in the state. If additional training is offered by U.S. Department of 
Education, the State Library will participate.

The State Library will continue to conduct a vigorous campadgn to promote the use of 
libraries. The State Library employs a Public Information Specialist who works 
closely with a staff public relations committee chaired by the Public Information 
Specialist. Publicity will be developed for all major State Libreuy programs, for each 
LSCA project, and for appropriate public and institutioned library activities. Specific

Objectives 

The purpose of the Information Resources Project is to strengthen and Improve the 
state's total public library program by enabling individual library systems to develop, 
improve, or expand collections to meet the Information needs of ^ South Carolinians.

Relationship to Lo ng-Range Program

Goal II: To expand and Improve public library services throughout the state, 

providing access to every resident, so as to further the educational, 
vocational, economic, and cultural enrichment of all citizens. 

Antlvlties To Be Used To Meet Objectives And Needs 

A. Activities will Involve the planning for and funding of the projects of the 
participating libraries. Qualifying libraries are eligible to apply for subgrants 
of ten cents per capita based on the population of the legal servlci: area with no 
grants of less than $3,000 per county. The qualifying library may combine 
subgrants from this project with other projects for more effective delivery of 
services. Where a common project may benefit more th?n one public library, the 
State Library will coordinate the procurement of services.

IV. Key Libraries And Other Libraries Involved 

The key Ubreules Involved in this project will be the South Carolina State Library and 
county £md regloncd public library systems. The South Carolina State Library will 
award grants to qualifying libraries on a formula basis. In order to qualify for a grant, 
the library must meet eligibility requirements for State Aid, must have library support 
from local tax sources that is not less than the amount actually expended for library 
operation from local tax sources in the second preceding year, must provide free access 
to Interlibrary Loan Service, must provide applicable assurances for non-construction 
LSCA programs, must submit a collection development policy which was adopted by the 
library's Board of Trustees within the last 3 years, and must conduct an an^ysls of the 
portlon(s) of the collection targeted for improvement. 

V. Method of Evaluation 

Throughout the life of the project it will be monitored for budgetcuy and programmatic 
compllsmce by the LSCA Coordinator. Reimbursement requests are compared to 
authorized expenditures as described in the approved grant application. At the 
completion of each project and/or at the end of the grant period, a final expenditure 
report is required of each subgrantee. This report is reconciled against reimbursement 
documentation. The annual audit submitted by each library is also reviewed for 
compliance with the Single Audit Act of 1984 (Public Law 98-502) and the Office of 
Management and Budget (OMB) Circular A- 128. 

Progress of local projects will be monitored by State Library staff by a variety of means 
such as site visits, consultations with local librarians, written reports, etc. 

Each grant recipient submits an annual self evaluation. Grant recipients are 
encourciged to involve those people who have an interest in the project, such as library 
steiff, library users, and community leaders, in the eveduation process. The self 
evaluation is to identify the true impact of the use of federal LSCA funds within their 
community emd includes both statistical and anecdotal information — all seeking to 
answer the question, "what difference did the project make?" 

State Library staff will review the completed Report and Evaluation forms, adding 
comments where appropriate and using information developed at the state level to 
prepare broader evaluative comments for reporting to the U.S. Department of 
Education.

The purpose of the Service to Special Populations project is to extend and improve 
library service to specific segments of the population not heretofore reached, or 
previously given limited service. The specific segments to be addressed are: Children, 
the Elderly, the Disadvantaged, the Illiterate and the Institutionalized. The highest 
priority in FY 96 for public library grants will be programs involving service to 
children.

The State Library staff will maintain contact with state institutions 
through site visits, correspondence, telephone calls and other means of 
communication and meet with Institutional administrative staff members as 
needed. 

B. Assisting with the Implementation of LSCA grant projects involving service to 
institutions. 

C. Providing technical assistance in the development and application of state 
standards for Institutional library service. 

D. Providing guidance in the development of blbliotherapy and literacy projects. 

E. Encouraging institutions to Increase local funds for materials by 5% and to 
Increase usage of the State Library's Interllbreury loan and film service by 5% 
each. 

IV. Key Libraries And Other Libraries Involved 

The key libraries Involved in the project are the State Library and libraries of state 
Institutions with resident populations. In order to qualify for a grant, an Institutional 
library must receive Income from teix sources which is not less than the Income 
received from those same tax sources in the second preceding year, employ a 
professionally tralried librarian, and receive the majority of its support from state tax 
sources. The South Carolina State Llbraiy will award grants to qualifying libraries on 
a competitive basis. 

NOTE: Institutions which do not qualify for the grant program or choose not to 

participate zu’e still eligible for other services from the State Library.

1. The collection is of adequate size and meets the needs of residents of the 
institution.

3. Staff rendering library services shall have qualifications appropriate to their 
responsibilities and duties. 

4. There is continued evidence of institution support of library services within the 
institution, especially materials budgets. 

5. The development and use of blbllotherapy and other therapy programs, when 
appropriate.

The State Library will evaluate each application to determine eligibility. Once a grant 
is approved the State Library will provide technical assistance and review before 
construction be^ns. During construction the State Library will work with the libraries 
to ensure that contractor(s) meet schedules, follow applicable regulations, and 
construct the building in accordance with specifications approved by the State Library. 
Periodic site visits will be made to verify the above. After the building is completed the 
State Library will make a final inspection of the building. An audit of the owner's 
accounts and records of both local and federal funds will be made as soon as practical 
after construction has been completed. This audit is to assure that federal funds 
expended on the project are equal to the applicable federal share of the actual allowable 
costs incurred by the library in constructing and equipping the project as approved and 
In accordance with applicable laws, regulations, and policies established for the 
program. 

Overall the project will be evaluated on the number of new library buildings constructed 
in areas which previously had no public library facility or which had an inadequate 
facility.

1. An electronic bulleUn board service (EBBS) will continue as a regular 
feature of the South Carolina Library Network. The purpose of EBBS Is 
to Increase communication among the South Carolina library 
community. 

2. An on-line library directory will continue to serve as an up-to-date 
service for Information on South Carolina Ubrcirles. The directory 
Includes the names of library directors, the persons responsible for 
Interllbrary loan, telefacslmlle directory Information. Internet 
addresses, and type of automated ^tem. 

3. News for South Carolina Libraries, a bimonthly newsletter. Is published 
to foster communication among all public, college, university. 
Institutional, school, and special libraries within the state. A monthly 
listing of recent acquisitions of the State Library. New Resources will be 
published to encourage use of the materials listed. 

4. The State Library will promote the South Ceirollna Library Network, as 
well as use of libraries In general, which should lead to increased usage of 

• the SCLN. 

B. Bibliographic Access - to Identify and locate library resources 

1. South Carolina Library Network - The State Library’s holdings are 
available by means of an online catalog. Another component Is the 
entire GPO bibliographic database which Is used to Identify federal 
documents. Libraries now have full searching capabilities by author, 
title, subject and keyword. Requests for materials can be placed using the 
electronic mall component of ^e system. 

2. Machine assisted reference service - The State Library will supplement 
Its reference service by the use of online computerized bibliographic 
services through a variety of vendors and service suppliers. CD-ROM 
Information sources will jdso be acquired as appropriate. 

3. The State Library will continue to operate the South Carolina Library 
Database as a component of the South Carolina LJbreuy Network based 
on the OCLC Group Access Capability (GAC) which now has 30 members. 
In addition, there are 52 South Carolina Ubraries which participate as 
full SOLINET members. Thus, a total of 82 South Carolina libraries sure 
now participants In the South Ccirolina Library Database. This project 
will be expanded with additional selected users. The State Library will 
continue to encourage use of SoLine. sponsored by SOLINET for 
cooperation between state GACs In the southeast 

4. At times the State Library will enter Into contracts and/or award grants 
to other organizations to provide services which support the SCLN. 
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C. Interllbraiy Loan - to supplement and coordinate library resources 

1. State Library staff give direct Interllbraiy loan service to sill libraries 
which have access to the Network. In FY 95 the State Library will 
attempt to increase Interllbraiy loan circulation to all libraries by 5%. 
During FY 96 access will be extended to other academic, special, and 
institutional libraries vdiich have not previously had access. At the 
present time, 10% of the hl^ schools in the state are being served by the 
Network. The State Library cannot Increase the number of school 
libraries accessing SCLN because of lack of sufficient state funding. 

2. The State Library is the communications center through which loans 
among different types of libraries are transmitted. In addition to 
interllbraiy loan from its collection the State Library provides location 
services for etll types of libraries In South CeuroUna. 

3. The State Library staff monitors development in the state relative to 
statewide telecommunications networking and Internet access to 
guarantee llbicuy participation. 

4. Libraries are encouraged use of the Internet to expand local resources. 

5. The South Carolina State Library will develop a gopher, home page, and 
WWW server to facilitate access to nationed and international Internet 
resources by S.C. libraries and state agencies. 

6. The project enables the State Llbieuy to employ one Reference Librarian 
and a Library Technical Assistant to work in the Interlibrary Loan 
Department. Temporary staff will be employed as needed. 

7. Network plans call for a statewide union list of serials. The South 
Carolina Union List of Serials contains the holdings of 50 libraries 
located across the state. These microfilm records are maintained by the 
use School of Medicine Library. 

It is envisioned that the South Carolina Library Network will eventually 
provide the means for online access to the serials collections of tlie state. 
At some point in the future the State Llbrauy plans to test online died 
access into the State Library's serials database with selected users. 

IV. Key Libraries and Other Libraries Involved 

The South Carolina State Library and the libraries of South Carolina. 
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V. Method of Evaluation 

This project will be monitored by the LSCA Coordinator with the oversight of the 
Deputy Director. The Director of Reader Services and Director of Network Services wlh 
provide day-to-day management of this project. Interlibrary loan statistics wdll 
provide a major source for evaluation of this service. Success of the service will be 
measured In terms of: 

(1) the number of interlibraiy loan transactions. 

(2) the percentage of requests filled. 

(3) the time reqxiired for filling patron requests. 

(4) critique by librarians and patrons. 

(5) number of new libraries which gained access to the Network. 

(6) number of grant projects initiated. 
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I. Objectives 

The objectives of the Planning for Cooperative Library Networks Project are: 

A. To provide better service to South Carolinians by improving access to library 
resources of the state, r^on, and nation. 

B. To plan and develop a statewide library and information network, utilizing 
computer and telecommunications technology, capable of delivering products 
and services to all t}^es of libraries in South Carolina. 

C. To raise the level of reference and interlibrary loan service through in-service 
training for public service personnel In South Carolina libraries. 

D. To encourage cooperation among public, academic, institutional, school, special 
and other libraries of South Carolina. 

E. To sissist libraries in acquiring equipment to improve library service. 

II. Relationship To Long -Range Program 

The Planning for Cooperative Library Network project supports Long-Range Program: 

Goad IV: 'To encourage amd develop resource shauing by all libraries through 

participation in the South Carolina Library Network and other 
cooperative activities." 

III. Activities To Be Used To Meet Objectives And Needs 

The State Library operates the South Carolina Librairy Network. The central 
component is the State Library's integrated on-line system, which currently includes 
public access catadog, circulation, acquisitions, electronic bulletin boaurd. audlovisuad 
booking, amd interlibrary loan. This system provides locad libraries access to State 
Library materiads. The system is capable of toklng other bibliographic databases in 
the state. At the present time, all public libraries, most academic amd technlcad college 
libraries, and some institutionad, speciad and school libraries have access to the South 
Carolina Library Network. This project will involve planning for further development 
of the Network and will adso involve plamning for other meams of interlibrauy 
cooperation. 



A. Plamning - to encourage cooperative plamning aimong adl types of South Caucllna 
libraries 

1. Investl^tlon - The State Library will continue conferences amd plamning 
meetings to allow South Caurolina libraulams to discuss amd investigate 
potentlad means of cooperation including resource shauing, networking, 
amd technologlcad applications. If necessauy, study trips may be made to 
observe successful multi-type librauy cooperation in other states amd to 
determine the possibility of replication in South Cau’oUna. 
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2. Consultation - When a need Is Indicated, the State Ubraiy will engage 
consultants to study the feasibility of various cooperative activities and 
to advise on the development of a coordinated plan of action. The State 
library will continue to intivide consulting services to lityraries using the 
services of SOLENET, as well as the State Library staff. 

3. Demonstration • Where investigation and consultation indicate that a 
given activity or technology can substantially Improve 
communications, streamline library procedures. focUltate dellv^ of 
service, or otherwise contribute to resource Glaring and InterUbrary 
cooperation, the State Library may offer a demonstration grant to aid in 
establishing a cooperative i^ot project that crosses types of library 
lines. The ol:^ectlve would be to fii^ vnys to fill the information and 
library needs in the state, to show clearly how each party benefits from 
cooperation, and to show ways of maximizing the expenditure of state 
and federal funds. 

B. Continuing Eklucatlon - To increase awareness of the benefits of cooperation; to 
demonstrate new developments In library technology. Including automation, 
networking, and information retrieval; and to raise the level of reference and 
interllbrary loan service throughout the state. Intensive efforts win be made to 
increase the use of the South Carolina Library Network by r^onal workshops 
and field work. The Director of Network Services wlU continue to train new 
stsdf and to review ^stem capabilities with existing staff. State Library staff 
win also assist Ubrarles to develop better understanding of how to better use 
local resources. The Documents Librarian win also visit documents depository 
sites. 

C. Database Development - To award grants to expedite building of a statewide 
database in anticipation of a future statewide library network. In the cases of 
pubUc Ubrarles Title I and Title HI grants may be combined when appropriate. 

D. Communications - To expedite development of a future statewide library 
network by financially encouraging libraries to purchase telefacslmlle 
equipment. 

Key Libraries And Other Libraries Involved 

The South Carolina State Library and the Ubrarles of South Carolina. 

Method Of Evaluation 

The total project wiU be monitored by the LSCA Coordinator with the oversight of the 
Deputy Director. The Director of Network Services will provide day-to-day 
management of the project. Many of the results of the project are "intangibles" - 
leading to Improved communication and cooperation between all types of Ubrarles. 
Specific accomplishments will be measured in terms of the number of libraries 
Involved in planning and activities, the consensus reached concerning immediate and 
long-range goals, the number of continuing education opportunities offered by the State 
Library, and the number of projects and activities initiated. 
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I. Objectives 

The objectives of the Preservation Project are: 

A. To provide better service to South Carolinians by Improving access to library 
resources of the state, region, and nation. 

B. To encourage cooperation among public, academic. Institutional, school, special 
and other libraries of South Carolina. 

C. To work with the Palmetto Archives, Libraries, and Museum Council on 
Preservation (PALMCOP) in Implementing a statewide plan for preservation of 
materials. 

D. To acquire library equipment to Improve library service. 

E. To assist libraries In acquiring equipment to improve library service. 

II. Relationship To Long -Range Program 

The project supports Goal IV of the Long-Range Program: 

"To encourage and develop resource sharing by all libraries through 
participation In the South Carolina Llbraiy Network and other cooperative 
activities." 

III. Activities To Be Used To Meet Obje ctives and Needs 

South Carolina's libraries, archives, and museums face the same problem of 
disintegrating collections which are plaguing similar Institutions across America. 
Many of the state’s books and manuscripts are being consumed by the acids In tlieir 
pages, by exposure to too much light, by improper handling, and by wide variations in 
the environmental conditions in which they are housed. Since no single agency In 
South Carolina Is charged with responsibility In this area, the State Library has joined 
forces with other Institutions sharing the same concerns to form the Palmetto 
Archives, Libraries, and Museum Council on Preservation (PALMCOP). PALMCOP acts 
primarily as a statewide educational organization. It serves Its diverse membership by 
monitoring preservation needs, conducting workshops, and producing publications. 
This project will Involve the following activities designed to coordinate preservation 
efforts In the state: 

A. To continue to work with PALMCOP In conducting workshops and training 
personnel in disaster preparedness and preservation techniques, such as proper 
handling of books and simple book repair. Emphasis wlU also b? placed on the 
training of professloneds as preservation consultants in order to enable them to 
conduct assessments of Individual libraries, archives, and records centers 
throughout the state. 

B. The State Library will continue conferences and planning meetings to allow 
South Carolina librarians to discuss and Investigate potential cooperative 
preservation programs. If necessary, study trips may be made to observe 
successful preservation programs In other states and to determine the 
possibility of replication In South Carolh . 
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C. To plan, administer and provide technical assistance and consultation to 
subgrantees.

The South Carolina State Library and the librarieiS of South Carolina. 

Method of Evaluation 

The total project will be monitored by the LSCA Coordinator with the oversight of the 
Deputy Director. The Director of Network Services will provide day-to-day 
management of the project Many of the results of the project are "intangibles" - leading 
to improved communication and cooperation between all types of libraries. Specific 
accomplishments will be measured in terms of the number of libraries involved in 
preservation planning and activities, the consensus reached concerning immediate and 
long-range goals, the number of preservation- related workshops which eire offered, and 
the development of demonstration projects for prototype activities. 
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
